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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While Raniwala with 
Hada et al teaches a method of bottle sterilization wherein the bottle is preheated, supplied with a 
disinfectant mist, heated with the mist therein, discharged of mist and rinsed, as set forth in new 
claim 19, the combination fails to teach or suggest a preheating step wherein the entire bottle is 
heated by a first source of heat applied to the interior of the bottle and the neck portion is 
separately preheated by applying a second source of heat to an exterior surface of the neck 
portion. Although Denis et al discloses that a PET bottle may be heated using a first source of 
heat applied to an exterior surface of the bottle body and a second source of heat applied to an 
exterior surface of the neck portion, the heating step occurs during a step prior to the final 
molding of the bottle and is not particularly applicable to sterilization. Moreover, the first heat 
source of Denis et al is applied to an exterior surface of the bottle, not to the interior of the bottle, 
as required by claim 19. Furthermore, Denis et al supplies no motivation to apply the heat to the 
interior of the bottle as opposed to the exterior surface.
